I. Claims 1-5, 7-19, and 39-42, drawn to ejecting and laser irradiating a 
droplet. 

II. Claim 6, drawn to laser irradiating a sintering dried material. 

III. Claims 20-24 and 26-38, drawn to droplet ejection and laser beam means. 

IV. Claim 25, drawn to sintering means. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I & II and Inventions III & IV are related as process and apparatus for 
its practice. The inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as 
claimed can be practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the 
apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. 
(MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case the apparatus can be used for processes such as 
dispensing with laser illumination or such as laser spot processing with spot liquid 
application means, or with respect to claim 25, such as article heating. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Groups I & II is not required for Groups III & IV, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention:
